The  followinglist  of  flower  seeds  embraces  a  fair-sized  list  of  the  most  desirable 
varieties  to  be  found.  While  the  seeds  that  we  send  out  are  all  good  and  fresh,  we 
cannot  be  responsible  for  their  growing,  as  there  are  so  many  ways  in  which  good 
seeds  may  be  destroyed.  Sometimes,  a  cold,  wet  spell  comes  after  they  are  planted 
and  the  tender  varieties  rot.  Again,  dry  weather  may  follow  sowing  time,  and  the 
half  sprouted  seeds  may  dry  up  before  appearing  above  the  ground.  Sometimes  tiny 
seeds  that  should  be  sown  on  the  surface  of  finely  sifted  mould,  are  buried  beneath 
half  an  inch  of  clods,  and  then  the  seedsman  is  b'amed  with  selling  poor  seeds.
